In The R.S.L. 


MEMBERSHIP IN THE BALANCE 


As the jubilee year of its foundation approaches 
—the League—that most exclusive body of ex-service- 
men, and assuredly one of the most influential in the 
world—faces a problem. And that problem is member- 


ship. 


For there is no 


truth in the state- 


ment that “Old Soldiers never die.” 


Recently the National President of the League 
(Mr, A. J. Lee)——in a special interview, answering a 


question on the League's 
that ‘we would like to 


survival, stated in effect 
go out of existence——’ 


meaning of course that-he voiced the hopes of hum- 
anity that there would be no more Great or Global 


wars. 


He made it very clear, how- 
ever, that whilst it remained 
a powerful force the League 
would not surrender its pres- 
ent responsibilities, or the 
vast commitments under its 
welfare, educational and vet- 
erans’ Trusts. 


Membership — ‘The 
Highs and Lows” 


With the return of the 
First ALF. the League 
reached a membership of 
150,000 by the end of 1919— 
but had fallen to only 
25,000 in 1925. 


The onset of the depression 
years commenced a rise in 
membership mainly owing to 
the League's efforts to secure 
employment for ex-servicemen. 

World War II gave the 
R.S.L. its greatest impetus so 
far as its influence with Goy- 
ernments was concerned, and 
by the end of 1946 reached its 
apex in a membership of 
360,000! : 

Australiah membership to- 
day, is a little over 260,000 and 
slowly rising, but as the vet- 
erans of World War I, pass 
on, and the majority are now 
over 70 years of age—numbers 
will dwindle again. 

The League must now “stir 
the pot” to bring to the sur- 
face some of the quarter of a 
million men all over Australia 
still eligible to join, or face 
a slow and inevitable decline. 

The “little wars” in Korea 
and Malaysia--and the pres- 
ent commitment in Vietnam, 
will do little to infuse any 
appreciable rise in member- 
ship—and serious discussions 
sre taking place on the 
League's future.

Image is Blurry! 


With its representative 
membership from every 
trade and profession, and 
every social, religious and 
political persuasion, there is 


no organisation within Aus- | 


tralia which can so readily 
evoke a controversy, or par- 
tisanship as the R.S.L. 

For years the Welfare work 
done by the League has not 
been widely publicised— 
though latterly there has been 
some improvement, based on 
understanding, and some at- 
tempt at good public relations. 
And much of the bad publicity, 
—or lack of publicity, the il- 
formed criticisms, has been 
the League’s own fault, and 
perhaps some latent antago- 
nisms by individual critics. 

Its leaders now realise that 
the rather “blurry image” has 
been due to a lack of an un- 
derstanding public psychology, 
and perhaps at times—some 
arrogatice. 

Of latter years some of the 
younger generation have been 
particularly vocal and hostile 
to the R.S.L.—mainly because 
of its attitude towards Anzac 
Day, and its steady insistence 
on National Service, 

Other sections of the com- 
munity, for various reasons, 
have identifiied themselves 
With attacks upon League 
spokesmen as “witch-hunters,’ 
(because of the League’s un- 
bending antipathy to Com- 
Amunists)—as “warmongers” 


and “sabre-rattlers” (no doubt 
because of their oft repeated 
warnings on Australia’s peri- 
lous defence position)—and 
of being a “pressure group’— 
which the League doesn’t deny. 


_ Snide Asides: 


A great deal of public mis- 
conception is kept alive by 
snide remarks on TV shows, 
odd cartoons (some very 
odd), in University discus- 
sions, and radio interviews. 


Probably a section of Aus- 
tralians resent the League's 
exclusiveness more than any- 
thing—and possible its inflexi- 
bility over the years, on such 
occasions as Anzac Day ob- 
servance, 


It has been fashionable to 
generally categorise RSL. 
Clubs as “boozy’—often with- 
out real foundation, : though 
undoubtedly some Clubs were 
lax on discipline, 


Not long ago the League’s 
fury knew no bounds when 2 
slanted documentary showed 
its social side only, with mem- 
bers drinking at bars, but 
omitting any mention of its 
welfare activities,
